Tue Baxpaaxn Combination of dramatic 
artists made their first, appearance at the 

\ Theatre Royal, City Hall, Hongkong, last 
night, in Shakespere’s celebrated tragedy

It is but fair that actors should be judged 
by the standard of proficiency they set up 
for themselves, 
having come amongst us with a great 
flourish of trumpets, heralded by glowing 
notices of past triumphs, and claiming to 
represent, as ‘actors to the manner born,” 
the glories of England's greatest dramatist, 
we had imagined that our criticisms would 
of necessity be based on a high standard 
of excellence. We were led to believe, 
and did: believe, that we were to wit 
ness a performance of Hamlct by one of 
the leading tragedians of the day, sup- 
ported by a cultured and efficient body of 
experienced artists, Tobe simply deceived 
in this matter by expecting: too much, would 
not have been surprising; but we were 
certainly unprepared for the woful  disap- 
pointment we were ‘actually doomed to ex- 
perience, Briefly, Shakespere's tragedy 
of Hamlet;—as represented last night,— 
Mr. Banpatass's impersonation of the Prince 
of Denmark and Miss Bravprt's Ophelia 
alone excepted—was the feeblest carica- 
ture on high class acting we have had the 
misfortune to witness for many years. In

Herr Banpaaxn has played Hamlet over 
two thousand times. in two languages, in 
all parts of the globe, and’ has fairly won 
a high place amongst modern actors. 
Frankly acknowledging the German his- 
trion’s great abilities as an accomplished 
and powerful actor, we hardly think that 
he is seen at his best in Hamlet, which, 
although an. impersonation possessing. 
many merits,‘is neither in conception or 
execution worthy of Mr. Baxnaasy's reput- 
ation. Werhad the pleasure of seeing 
Me. Banpaxn make his dea? in London at 
thy Lyceum nearly fourteen years aro, in 
“Narcisse," and well remember the re- 
markably success Ie achieved on that oc- 
casion ina character admirably suited to 
his special capabilities and style. We saw 
him in many other characters, including. 
Hamlet, which, if we remember rightly, he 


‘| played at the old Princess's, supported by 


a powerful company, with but indifferent 
results, London audiences, whilst willing 
to recognise the German actor's claims to 
rank as. ‘'a star" in his own line, could 
not be induced to believe that his Hamlet 
was cqual to his impersonations in melo- 
drama, and such was, and is our own 
view of the matter. We have seen many 
Hamlets, and but few rood ones, so itis 
no slight on Mr. Bayomann's dramatic 
powers, if we are conscientiously unable to 
recognise in his performance of that most 
trying: ahd difficult of all, Shakesperean 
roles, the exceptional merits, which some

andby his melodramatic acting, and French, 
love making in the recorder and Ophelia 
scenes. Although ‘Inving is strong in 
“points,” his scenes with the Ghost, and 
the play-scene being especially effective, 
his Hamlet is great principally for intelli- 
gent conception, and consistent execution. 


Of all the actors we have named, Herr 
Baxpsann mostly resembles Crarces Fecu- 
ter. The melodramatic style is charac- 
teristic of both, and we miay add that it dis- 
tinguishes all foreizntragecians, Rosst and 
Sanvint included. Mr. Baxpstans's elocu- 
tidn is far from being perfect, and his pro- 
nuncialion: of the English language—aln 
though creditable for a foreigner—is no- 
ticeable for many radical defects. The 
well known speech “Scems, Madam; nay 
it is" was: but tamely rendered, and the 
celebrated soliloquy To be, or not to be, 
that is the question’? lacked that dreamy 
gracefulness, that expression of lost des- 
pair, which thrill the souls of an audience, 
In the scencs with Ophelia Mr, Baxnxann 
proved far more effective, and his advice 
to the Players was a triumph of declama- 
tory art. leading up to a. still greater 
surcess' in’ the play-scene, which, by 
the wway, apart from) Mr, - Baxpsann's 
realistic acting, was a ridiculous parody 
on Shakespere. As we have already:re- |' 
marked, the prave-yard scene was omitted, 
and the last act confined solely to the fen- 
cing match, which, after our Lyceum ex- 
periences, was unutterably feeble. .That 


“Mr. Bann Masn ivas heavily handicapped 


by the wretched manner in which he was 
supported can hardly be questioned; that 
he is a grand actor must be admitted by 
all who know anythinge of the Thespian 
art; but, whilst admitting that his Hamlet 
is a performance noteworthy for many ex 
cellences, we are not disposed to shut our 
eyes to its serious faults. , The ranting, 
noisy, declamatory style of tragic acting 
has seen its day, and it would be well if Mr. 
Baspaans would recognise that fact,

Tite report of the Italian Ministry of Marine 
upon the condition of the merchant navy, last 
year is, observes a London contemporary, by no 
means ‘2 satisfactory one, for while in 1880 it 
comprised 7,822 sailing vessels, of 922,146 tons 
burden, and 158 steamers of 77,050 tons burden ; 
in188t the number of sailing vessels had declined. 
to 7,639, of 895,359 tons burden, the number of 
steamers having only increased to 176, of 93,698 
tons burden, Upon the whole, therefore, the 
tonnage of the merchant navy was less by 10,000 
tons at the end of 1888 thin it was a twelve- 
inonth pefore, and the most discouraging sign is 
that while the number of sailing vessels is de- 
clining, there is not a corresponding increase in 
the number'of steamers, most of which are very 
small Morcover, owing to the harassing nature 
of the taxes imposed upon the different materials,' 
there is a falling of in the shipbuilding trade, 
and out of the 176 steamers belonging to the mer-. 
chant navy, only 41, of 6,201 tons burden, were 
built in Italian dockyards. 


THE total length of Railway lines open to traffic 
in India on ist January, 1881. was 9,325 miles, 
while the total mileage of railways in England 
and Wales on the same date was 12,547, The 
percentage proportion of net reccipts to total 
share and loan capital for the railways in the 
United Kingdom during 1879, was 3°95, and: for 
Indian Railways 4°68. These financial results 
certainly speak favourably for railway specula- 
tion in India. 


ACCORDING tothe London and China Expressy 
a certain Baron Pawel-Rammingen has been ar- 
rested in Bavaria, in amonastery at Waldsassen, 
and this news caused great surprise, as a gentle- 
man bearing that name isthe husband of Princess 
Friederike of Hanover, The head of the family, 
Baron Alexander, who resided at Naumburg, de- 
clarés that the individual arrested has been cast 
off by the family; and that no communication 
existed between him and other members.

We note that the Edison Electric L ight Company . 
has commenced the experimental lighting by 
nicans of incandescent lamps of thie Holborn 
Viaduct and adjacent shops and houses. The 
station from which the district is supplicd is at 
57, Holborn Viaduet, in the basement of which 
two inimense dynamo machines are employed to 
generate suficient electricity to feed 2,360 incan- 
descent lamps of 16 candle power, The smaller 
of these machines weighs 22 tons, and supplies 
1,000 lamps; while the larger one supplies 1,360 
lamps. Insulated wires are laid in theconvenient ' 
subways which pass along the viaduct, serving 
as mains from whence numerous sub-mains: or 
branch wires, insulated and enclosed in tubes, 
‘convey the curvent to the vat.ous buildings, which’ 
are lighted by the company. The current, unlike 
that used for arc lights is of low tension and the 
wires may be handled without any unpleasant 
effects. ‘To lesson danger the wires arc fitted at 
ceriain points with fusible plugs which would im- 
mediately melt were the cul-ent from any cause 
to become so strong as to heat the wires and 
cause risk of fire, The company declare their 
ability to supply electricity for lighting and other’ 
purposes ata price much below that of gas.
